Pease Loses Her Life, Her Husband Suffers Serious In- 
jury and Mrs. D E. Wellcome. Badly Another

RS. SHERMAN PEASE was 
killed, and Sherman Pease and 
Mrs. Decatur E. Wellcome were 
severely injured, a few minutes after 
6 o'clock last evening in an automobile-

Mrs. Pease’s body was brought to 
Bresee Bros.’ morgue, where an inquest 
will be held at $ o'clock tomorrow 
morning. 

The injured were conveyed to the Ho- 
tei Hollywood, where they are now, 
under the care of physicians. The re- 
covery of Mre. Wellcome is looked for 
confidently. How Mr. Pease’s injuries 
will result is somewhat problematical.

THE ACCIDENT. 

Mr. and Mrs. Pease and Mr. and Mrs. 
Wellcome were touring the Hollywood 
country in Mr. Pease’s automobile, a 

power “Tourist” bullt by the 
Automobile and Carriage Company of 
this city and purchased by him one 
thonth ago. Mr. Pease was driving. He 
is. practically a novice, having had only 
two weeks experience wich a profes- 
sional chauffeur and two weeks’ prac- 
tice alone.

The two men were sitting in front, 
their wives occupying the rear seats 
of the auto. The party had made the 
run west through Hollywood do the 
Miller's Cafion road, then driven north 
on that road to the cafion.

A FATAL SLIDE. 


When the auto party reached a point 
within 200 feet. of the crossing the 
track burst into view, and they saw 
their peril. They were spinning down 
hill toward the crossing, and the u- 
rel Canon car was rusiing down hin 
to the same.

roadway, and the instant he shut off 
power and applied brakes the pneuma- 
tic-tired wheels began to slide. Motor- 
man Tuttle saw the impending trag- 
edy almost as soon, and, it is stated. 
did all in his power to avert it. He 
applied the air and reversed. But the 
warning came too late. 

The big automobile slid onto the 
rails, moving slowly. The car kept ‘oa 
its downhill rush. : 

Mr. Wellcome jumped. 

It was all over in a flash. The auto 
was truck with tremendous force just 
behind its. center and sniushed into 
pieces that were huried all about for 
a radius of 300 feet. 

AFPTER THE CRASH. 

The scene, then, was a dread and 
sickening one. The car was brought to 
a, standstill 100 feet beyond the cross- 
ing. Under its front fender lay -Mre. 
Wellcome, barely conscious and bileed- 
— the mouth. Her husband— 
* had fallen without injury after 
his jump—came and dragged her out 
and laid her down by the roadside. But 
men turned away their faces because 
of what was under the forward trucks, 
Mercifully, ehe was dead. And by the 
same grim merey Sherman was 
unconscious, where he lay a little dis- 
tant from the track. 

The front wheels of the car had 

over Mrs. Pease, crushing out 

- life, and, pinioned beneath the 
trucks, her body had been dragged by 
the sliding car until us momentum

The relative positions occupied by Mr.

THE WORK OF RESCUE. 

Mattresses were brought from a near- 
by ranch-house by the car crew, and 
or. these the injured were laid. In the 
meantime a westbound car had reached 
the scene. Mra. Wellcome and Mr. 
Pease, 
unconscious, were conveyed by this car 
to the Meollywood Hotel. There, after a 
delay of fifteen minutes, occasioned by 
a search for doctor<, their wounds were 
attended. 

The bringing of the injured to the 
hotel was the firet news of the eecci-+- 
dent. It created excitement among the 
guests and townsfolk, for the streets

HE DOES NOT KNOW. 

Shortly before 10 o'clock last night 
Mr. Pease recovered consciousness, but 
a moment or two later ielapsed into 
coma. This occurred several times be- 
tween then and midnight, at which 
hour a telephone message to The Times 
from the Hollywood Hotel gave the 
following information: 

“The physicians state that Mr. 
Pease’s injuries consist of three severe 
gushes of the scalp, a number of 
bruises and contusions of the limbs and 
body, and a serious shock to the brain 
and general sysiem. He has 
chances for recovery. He is conscious 
for only a brief time at intervals, and 
does not yet know of the death of his 
wife. The knowledge is withheld from 
him until such time as his condition 
warrants the breaking of the news. 
What effect it will have upon him is 
conjectural. 

“Mrs. Wellcome its resting as easily 
as could be expected. Two of her ribs 
are broken and she cuffered bad bruises 
and very great nervous shock, There is

Hit by Young Barbee Hook's Ma- 
chine on Downey Avenue, Just Af- 
ter Alighting from a Street Car.

Struck by a heavy touring automo- 
bile, running at a high rate of speed, 
Miss Margaret Birtwistle of No. 122

Striving wildly to prevent striking 
the young woman, Barbee Hook, owner 
and driver of the big automobile, 
whirled the lever and sent the car 
crashing against the curb, wrecking 
the running gear and painfuly injuring 
two of the occupants of the machine.

HURLED HIGH IN AIR.
